THE MILITANT JACK WALTON. 
,* 


Oklahoma's spectacular governor. Jack Walton, is not 


Adding to his -prestige throughout the nation, nor is he 
accomplishing his purpose of creating greater rever- 
ence and respect for law, by the recent developments 


, Jn that state. 


It is extremely difficult tq^ determine just what are, 


the facts. , 
' 
. 


Governor "Walton, swept into office by a radical wave 


which carried everything before it, claims he is taking1 


• only the steps necessary for proper observance of law. 


Tet, no evidence has been disclosed to justify proclaim- 
ing a state of martial law throughout a, commonwealth. 
Here and there an isolated Instance of, whipping may 
be reported. Certainly they have been no more frequent, 
and have not been marked by the violence prevailing 
jn other states where the Ku Klux Klan is reported to 


t. have a very considerable membership. Beyond the re- 


.port made public by the governor, there has been no 
evidence connecting the Klan with the disturbances. 


In his remedy, the governor has apparently given a 


prescription worse than the remedy itself. 


x 
The last reports fro^n Oklahoma indicate that mem- 


bers of the legislature intend to meet in order to inquire 
Into the actions of Governor AValtorr relative to his mar- 
tial law proclamation. The governor is reported to have 
threatened to arrest every member attempting to meet. 
The governor may be righ\in his contention that busi- 
ness cannot legaJly be transacted in an extraordinary 
session, except on call of the governor. That rule ob- 
tains, unquestionably, except in. special emergencies, 


1 such as now confront Oklahoma. The members of the 


legislature are reported to be intent upon-impeaching 
the governor. If that be true, the purpose of the assem- 
bly puts an entirely different complexion on the> case. 


* If Governor Walton is correct in his contention that a 


legislature cannot convene in special session except on 
call Of the chief executive, it would be impossible to 
impeach a state official after the close of the regular 
session of the law—making body. 


That is not common sense. It is not likely that such 


a contention will be sustained by the supreme court, 


' irrespective of the technicalities. 


When Governor AValton was inducted into office, with 


a spectacular barbecue, "which attracted national atten- 
tion, his friends ancl admirers indicated they regarded 
him as presidential timber. 


Whatever illusions they may have cherished in that 


respect, they may now dismiss. 


The CJklahoma governor has shown no capacity for 


constructive statesmanship. His administration has been 
one continuous turmoil. The barbecue fires had hardly 
been reduced to embers before Oklahoma was torn by 
internal troubles. 


The governor decided to change the administration of 


<the state agricultural college, and appointed one of his 
political lieutenants—apparently a man with but few 
qualifications for the place to which he aspired. 
The 


faculty -walked out. Walton's experiment in education 
terminated suddenly. 


Then came the troubles with the Klan. It there is 


lawlessness in Oklahoma, there is no .defense to be made 
for It. Certainly the governor has not shown the ca- 
pacity to deal with the problem. Every action he has 
takeji has only tended to increase the disorder, until it-, 
has finally become, necessary to proclaim a state of 
martial law. Governor Wnlton, unfortunately, in at- 
,tempting to uphold the law, appears in the role of, an 
irritant, a disturber and a fcrmenter of discontent and 
dissatisfaction. 


He. is in possession of all of the state's machinery. 


He' may succeed in forcing his will upon the people of 
his state. Autocratic and arbitrary methods, even in a 
situation such as confronts Governor Walton, are cost- 
ly. If he is the sensible, shrewd politician he is credited 
with being, he will not attempt to interfere with an 
extraordinary session of the legislature, and he -will taka 


1 steps to recall the military government of the common- 


wealth. He -will still be free to deal' with the isolated 
cases of lawlessness, which he claims exist throughout 
the slate. ' 


THEN AND NOW. 


Samuel Bouvicr, who hauled the ties on which were 


spiked the first rails -which the Union Pacific laid in 
Nebraska, was an Omaha visitor last week during the 
big Union Pacific safety first parade. 


Bouvier, now S7 years of age came to Nebraska in 


April, 1S54, and will have resided in this state seventy 
years next spring. 


Bouvier's case well illustrates the changing ideals and 


habits of the people, not only of Nebraska, but other 
jgtates as well. Well past that" period when men natural- 
ly look forward to retirement, Bouvier is still actively 
engaged in- farming nineteen acres of the homestead 
which belonged to his father. It is not a case of neces- 
sity with Bouvier. He farms/ because he loves to work. 
It has always been characteristic of those who endured 
the hardships of pioneering to love work. Life was not 
easy then. It called for unceasing toil for long hours and 
indomitable courage. Idleness amid such surroundings 
would have been unbearable for a very considerable 
period, even if stern necessity had not made work im- 
perative. So it was work and the pleasure of overcom- 
ing formidable barriers which provided conteEntment for 
the, pioneer. Those habits of industry were so much a

The report issued by the United States department of 


commerce shows that In 1922, Japan was the fifth larg- 
est customer of this country. It was second only to 
Great Britain as a supplier of raw materials, mostly 
raw silk for manufactures.

Sixty-five per cent of Japan's imports from the United 


States in 1922 were, distributed among- seven items. 
These were raw cotton, 30 per cent; iron bars,""rods, 
plates, sheets and wire, 12 per cent; lumber, 3 per cent; 
machinery and parts 9 per cent; construction materials, 
2 per cent; kerosene, 2 per cent; iron.pipes and tubes, 
1 per cent. 


Of Japan's exports to the United States S9 per cent 


Were distributed among- seven articles, these being raw 
Mlk, SO per cent; silk textiles, 4 per cent; tea, 2 per 
cent; potteries, 1 per cent; straw braid, 1 per cent; 
camphor, 1 per cent; canned and bottled foods, 1 per 
cent. These samefratios were continued during the first 
six months of the current year. 


.The total imports by Japan from the United States 


during- last year amounted to $298,05-1,7)5, while tha 
total exports to this country jvere, $366,155,303. The 
United States sold Japan raw cotton to the amount of 
$59,404,386 and purchased from that country raw silk 
to the amount of 5305,422,059. Our camphor bill for (he 
jear was $2,215,471. 


It is' expected that the disaster which so recently 


visited the Island empjj-e will have the effect of ma- 
terially-reducing the trade of that country with Amer- 
ica especially affecting: the .cotton ^market. 
It may be 


necessary, however, for the Japs to make large puc- 
chases of' construction materials, in which event the 
United States will -\vithout doubt furnish 
the major 


portion.

The Constitution aind the Railroads 


PREAMBLE OF THE CONSTITUTION: "We, the people of the 


United States, in order to form a more perfect union, establish justice, in- 
sure domestic tranquillity, provide for the common defense, promote the 
general welfare and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our 
posterity, do ordain and establish this constitution for the United States 
of "America." 


A few of the merits of the railroads in their relation to the purposes of 


the constitution are given below: 
/ 


TO FORM A MORE 'PERFECT UNION: This bespeaks co-operation. 


The union means union of purposes, ideals, and struggles toward those 
ideals. It means to emplojf every resource available to human society to co- 
operate together for the accomplishment of those achievements which mark 
our progress. No instrumentality of civilization today contributes more 
toward this end than the railroad&rWhich make co-operation possible. 
' 
ESTABLISH JUSTICE: Knowledge is the guiding star to intelligent 


human achievement. Justice depends upon intelligent conception of our re- 
lation to each other and our dependence upon each other. Justice would give 
credit to those factors which add to opportunity and enlarge the scope of 
human achievement. The railroads by affording a channel for the flow 
of commerce and also an easy mode of travel and personal contact between 
individuals widely separated, should, if justice is established, find a place 
of high esteem, in the minds of those who receive the benefit of their 
service. 


PROVIDE FOR THE COMMON DEFENSE: The United States has 


resources of marvelous extent but to marshall these in time of need for de- 
fensive purposes requires transportation. We have the most perfect and 
extensive transportation system in the world. This contributed immeasur- 
ably to our success in the last war and is an Jn valuable asset to the nation. 


PROMOTE THE GENERAL WELFARE: The.general welfare means 


the welfare of us all taken collectively and the promotion of- our welfare is 
related to our power of production which leads to prosperity. There is no 
limit to the general welfare except the limit of our power of production. The 
railroads have been the principal instrumentality by which man's markets 
have been expanded and his production thereby stimulated. They have 
contributed immeasurably to the general welfare. 


SECURE THE BLESSINGS OF LIBERTY TO OURSELVES AND 


POSTERITY: The blessings of liberty are secure only when citizens of a 
great nation co-operate together toward a higher ideal of individual useful- 
ness and service to each other. Blocs, classes or struggles between one 
faction and another are out of place in our civilization. If a people who "are 
blessed as we are cannot intelligently co-operate with one another, where 
else on earth should we expect to find such a people. America, the just Na- 
tion, should be our constant theme—allegiance to our constitution, the 
watchword of our life.
